Christ Himself said. ' out 
pi" the heart (tinregcnerated) proceed 
evil thoughts, lying, murders,' etc. If 
yon, therefore, cherish it in your Ijoart 
it ia ft sip, bnt if it Bjmply presents 
iUelf to your mind, demanding admit- 
tance, and yon, by tho graoo of God, 
with heart and will, rise to meet tho 
dreadful enemy ond prevent ite onttanoo 
to the soul, then you havo not com- 
mitted sin. If you rocall to your mind 
tbe temptations to which our Bavioui 
was subjected in the wildorncsa, you 
will rt»momhor lie wm sorely toiupted, 
ovil thoughts wore ptcBontod to Hifl 
WJUdr hnl hf J&BJaloil ftud nvercamo 
Uwoi, and theforo was ivitl|out sin." 
_ Wo had & good iUustiiatum cbb day 
hi *ur meeting about evil thoughts. 
Sister Smith gave the following tea^

But while 
wo do this, like ear Master, wo must 
speak the truth in love. Thorcfore, 
yoa have not yielded to temper by 
denouncing wrong, if yoa did it out c " 
respect for God's law, and v)i& a hea. 
btimmmfz full of hce* Vou are on 
out of scores of perrons I have me 
who don't nodorstand clearly tho two 
points you havo iiiuiitionod, and hero is 
another error [into which you 

" You say you havo been praying for 
tho blessing day and night.

to bo, ana comply with tho terms, leav- 
ing the responsibility with God to carry 
you through, Ho will ehow Himself 
strong on your behalf, removing from 
your soul every sin, doubt and fear, mid 
put you in a workable condition, where- 
by yyu may ehow forth tho praises of 
Him who hath called you from dark- 
ness to light. Vou havo difficulties 
tlio way. yOu say, but uifficulties u 
things made to bp overcome ! Your 
hearty eu- operation with tho Divine 
powor will he eari R ' t* "^J difficulty in 
your path, Qo and h'o on your face 
before God, ufiH, with on honest soul, 
deal with God as if Heaven was to bo 
your JttolUog-pliico to-morrow."

Colonel Edmonds is at present 
making his annual appeal, and tho ro.n- 
pense of the wealthy ought to b* all the 
more liberal wLen they learn that tho 
work is supported chiefly by the coppers 
of the uooramongwhom it is carried on.

A few weeks ago our attention waa 
called, to a pamphlet entitled " A Cen- 
tury of Christian Missions," which com- 
pletely upset every feeling of ooinpla- 
oeuoy wlu'sh wo had previously fclt in 
the vigorous revival of evangelistic fer- 
vor and effort, which has marked tho 
last few years. One glance r.t : ho bock 
pitgo Of the cover of that pamp Ulet re- 
veals a vast reach of darkness and 
coign of death which sorely nothing 
but an inspired, God-possos&eii, givon- 
nn, mad, faiiattaal jwople con ever at- 
t*ct and scatter. And tho prayer rose 
from our hearts, "Oh, my Qo£, mako 

i auoh a people right hero." This 
_ igo is chiefly covered by a diagram, o 
lar&O aguaro divided into some l,CO0 
little squares, each representing a mil- 
lion, ol people. Over a fhonaand of 
tltesq on? coloured hlaclf, and cumd for 
tho 1,000,000 of heathen and Moham- 
medans now peopling vast cooctries in 
Asia utd Africa* Three little Tfhite 
p(l»iftHS9fiTnongBt this mass of blackness 
represent the reaalta of a' cantory of 
miBSioaotj' work in three million con* 
verts to Christianity, bat amongst these 
era counted converts to fake Christian 
ayatoms, each as the Catholio Church 
and a numerous nominal Christian 
community whioh doea not make any 
pretence to conversion ; bo that prob- 
ably one million is eonaidarablybcyond 
tho number of converts as tve under* 
stand conversion. 

But one ar^nling f&oi covers these 
white sfLiiaroa. with a dark, dark shadow, 
and almost shuts out every ray of hope 
far the conversion Of the heathen world ; 
for while 1,000,000 converts have been 
won to Christ, tho black etmarca havo 
increased 200 ; that is, there are to-day 
107,000,000 more heathen and Moham- 

ledariB than there wen* when '.he 



Chrietiau Churoh. a century ago, «f 
Oat to convert them. It is clear that 
Ivforo the conquest of the bcatlien anu 
MobamnM5.(u ■worVl cun fen tmrn-at 
wilhid tJie range uf pogsihlo cwats tnc 
converts inU have to OMori 2,000,000 
a year ; ovon at such a rate there is 
work for ninriy eentmies. 

L f ::j this war with daiknesc, victor}' 
is really contemplated, something will 
have to be done an a ecolo utterly un- 
exampled mid iLiiheard of, Hnd npoo 
lines which will at lwisL in^ko SneJ 
success possible, however long delayed.
